'fhis  piece  is  in  a  remarkable  state  of  preservation,  the  casting  is  of  the  highest  quality  and 
the  fields  have  been  beautifully  chased,  with  the  change  of  colour  and  texture  indicated  by 
a  subtle  use  of  relief. 

Much  has  been  written  concerning  the  three-quarter  facing  image  of  James  1  on  medals  and 
miniattires  by  Nicholas  Milliard,  whose  involvement  varied  from  preparing  designs  to 
overseeing  the  production  of  the  medal;  certainly  the  quality  of  workmanship  of  this  badge, 
which  dates  to  c.1615,  is  of  an  order  to  suggest  an  artist  of  the  greatest  skills. 

Original  silver  ark  badges  of  James  I  are  of  the  utmost  rarity,  and  a  record  of  their  sale  at 
auction  (including  those  of  Montagu,  Murdoch  and  the  Marquess  of  Milford  Maven)  cannot 
be  found.

'I'his  medal  is  an  example  of  a  group  of  eleven  struck  types  now  collectively  known  from 
less  than  forty  examples.  The  nine  bronze  examples  are  late  easts  (and  they  are  so 
described  by  Mazarollc)  save  perhaps  one  in  the  Bibliothe(|ue  Nationale,  Baris  {infm)  and 
to  judge  from  their  locations  were  probably  made  as  long  ago  as  the  18th  Century. 


'I'liis  j^roiip  is  significant  to  nictlallic  history  because  it  furnishes  us  vvitli  the  first  proper 
French  medals.  'I'heir  f'altric  owes  all  to  the  coiner  rather  than  medallists  in  Italy  where  the 
medal  was  revived  from  antitpiity  by  Pisanello  in  I4.1S.  'The  style  is  entirely  l-rench  j^othic 
with  no  reference  to  the  renaissance.  I'he  series  dates  from  14.S4  to  1460  and  is  struck  in 
^old  and  silver.  'I'hese  pieces  perhaps  continue  the  tradition  of  mediaeval  piedforts  but  in 
magnificent  style  and  functioned  as  pieces  de  plasir,  they  must  have  been  presentation 
pieces  probably  from  the  hand  of  the  French  King  himself.

The  S.S.  Breda  salvage  of  Indian  Banknote  Paper  sunk  during  World  War  II 

(1940)  recovered  1992 

The  Property  of  Messrs  Goineraft  (London) 

Just  after  6.00  p.m.  on  Monday  the  23rd  of  December  1940,  two  German  Heinkel  bombers  flew  over  a 
convoy  of  British  ships  awaiting  in  Ardmucknish  Bay,  Benderloch,  near  Oban  in  Scotland.  They  strafed 
the  ships  and  each  dropped  their  two  bombs.  Several  ships  were  damaged  and  a  number  of  sailors  were 
killed  and  injured.  One  ship,  the  AV.  Breda,  was  not  hit  but  was  so  old  that  she  was  literally  shaken  apart 
by  the  bomb  blast.  It  was  the  only  time  that  the  Germans  attacked  Benderloch,  despite  it  being  a 
marshalling  yard  for  convoys. 

4  he  S.S.  Breda  was  on  her  way  to  India  to  help  build  an  air  strip  and  amongst  her  cargo  were  4  iger  Motsh, 
motorcycles,  cement,  horses,  leather  and  a  Rolls  Royce.  She  was  a  Dutch  ship,  built  in  1921, 400  feet  long' 
and  weighted  about  7,000  tons.  44iey  took  much  of  the  deck  cargo  off  and  most  of  the  horses  were  able  to 
swim  to  safety.  As  they  tried  to  tow  her  to  safety,  she  listed  and  sank,  with  her  masts  still  well  above  water, 
for  years,  divers  have  practised  on  her,  as  she  is  a  w'ell  know'ii  shipwreck.  In  fact  the  masts  were  causing 
an  obstruction  and  they  finally  had  to  be  cut  off 

Fhe  S.S.  Breda  lay  there,  dived  on,  but  in  many  ways  undiscovered  because  of  the  darkness  of  the  loch. 
4Ten  the  'fralee  Bay  Diving  and  Watersports  Club  made  a  most  amazing  discoveiy-.  In  one  of  the  long- 
hidden  cargo  holds  there  were  remains  of  paper,  but  not  just  any  paper  can  survive  50  years  under  water. 
44iis  was  fine  c|uality  paper  used  for  the  printing  of  banknotes!  Portals,  who  were  owned  by  the  Bank  of 
England,  had  manufactured  special  watermarked  paper  for  the  printing  of  Indian  banknotes,  with  the 
portrait  of  King  (ieorge  VI.  4'his  was  fine  (|uality  paper  that  had  survived  the  rigours  of  being  submerged 
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tor  tifrs^  years.  I'he  wooden  boxes  had  been  eaten  away  and  the  edges  of  the  uncut  sheets  were  a  little 
ragged,  but  this  treasure  was  still  in  usable  condition! 

d’he  Tralee  diving  expedition  was  led  by  head  diver  John  Hamilton  and  the  Shellock  family  were  both 
divers  (David  and  Ian)  and  backers  (Brian).  In  order  to  keep  the  find  secret,  the  divers  refilled  their  air 
tanks  at  three  different  locations  some  ten  miles  apart.  'I'hat  part  of  Scotland  is  close  knit  and  they  wanted 
to  protect  their  treasure  find  for  as  long  as  possible.  Over  the  years,  salvage  rights  to  the  hull  had  been 
obtained  but  no  one  had  thought  to  get  the  rights  for  the  contents.  This  was  quickly  rectified  and  on  the 
11th  September  1992  the  Deputy  Receiver  of  Wrecks  Oban  gave  those  rights  to  Mr.  John  Hamilton  of 
North  Connell  by  Oban. 

Richard  and  Claire  Lobel,  directors  of  Coincraft,  the  London  coin  dealers,  went  up  to  the  wreck  site  and 
negotiated  to  purchase  the  entire  treasure.  There  followed  a  period  where  the  balance  of  the  treasure  had 
to  be  offloaded  and  safely  dried.  Using  Scottish  ingenuity,  the  divers  used  the  heat  of  cows  in  a  shed  to 
slowly  bring  the  paper  to  a  nice  safe  dry  state.  A  large  lorry  was  then  hired  and  the  sheets  of  treasure  were 
secretly  driven  down  to  London  one  dark  night.  The  final  pile  was  8  72  metres  (30  feet)  high  and  was 
distributed  in  over  30  boxes. 

'This  is  the  first  major  British  treasure  ship  to  be  offered  in  this  country  since  x\\&  Association. 

It  is  estimated  that  80%  of  the  treasure  is  being  offered  in  this  auction.

payment  and  addition  of  re-sale  costs)  and  any  surplus 
shall  belong  to  the  seller; 
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(d)  to  remove,  store  and  insure  the  lot  at  the  expense  of 
the  defaulting  buyer  and,  in  the  case  of  storage,  either 
at  Buckland  Dix  &  Wood  premises  or  elsewhere; 

(e)  to  charge  interest  at  a  rate  not  exceeding  1.5%  per 
month  on  the  ‘total  amount  due’  to  the  extent  it  remains 
unpaid  for  more  than  5  working  days  after  the  day  of  the 
auction;
